Explanation Don't Go 
Five men were arrested at Beirut 


•on charges of complicity In 
the, 


shooting which led to the report that 
Ttlagelsen was assassinated, accord- 
ing to a report received by Leish- 
man from the Porto. 
Leishman re- 


fuses to accept the Turks' explana- 
tion that the shooting was merely 
a salute fired at a native wedding In 
accordance wim the custom. 


Washington, Sept. 1.—In conversa- 


tion with Secretary Hay of the state 
department CheUlb Hey, Turkish mlR 
Ister to the United States, save assur- 
ance that the Sultan Is most anxious 
for friendly relations with America. 
He was apparently without recent In- 
formation from Constantinople con- 
cerning tho progress of the Macedon- 
ian insurrection, but urged that the 
Turkisn government Is doing Its best 
to suppress the disorder and will spare 
ao pains to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of foreigners. 


The minister was much disturbed 


over the order from the President for 
the European squadron to proceed to 
Turkish waters, and used his best ef- 
forts to convince Secretary Hay that 
t-ere Is no occasion whatever for 
American warships there. He did not, 
however, protest agulnst the sending 
of ships, and made no olllclal utter- 
ance of disapproval. 


Says Reports Are Exaggerated. 


He explained that It will be found 


out later that the reports of serious 
disturbances in Turkey and the dan- 
ger to the lives of foreigners are ex- 
aggregated, and emanate from Bulga- 
rian sources. 
Notwithstanding these 


assurances. It is not the Intention of 
the United States government to recall 
the 
Brooklyn 
and San Francisco, 


though It Is now probable that when 
they reach Beirut new Instructions 
may be sent to Hear Admiral Cotton, 
based upon a better understanding 
of the Turkish situation. 


Minister Lolshman said In a dis- 


patch to the state department several 
days ago that it would be advisable to 
hare an American 
warship 
within 


•reach in case the revolution becomes 
more alarming. 
It 
was positively 


stated that Minister Leishman has not 
Indicated any change of .opinion on 
this subject, and that, so far as the 
•tate department Is advised, he con- 
tinues to feel the necessity of having 
a naval vessel within easy call. 


Too Late for Recall. 


Soon after the departure of Cheklb 


Bey from the state department. Sec- 
retary Hay called upon Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Darling and 
dis- 


cussed with him the orders to Hear 
Admiral Cotton. He learned that tho 
Brooklyn and San Francisco have left 
Genoa for Beirut, acting under the 
original instructions of the navy de- 
partment. 


Both vessels have taken on enough 


coal to enable them to remain In tho 
vicinity of Beirut for some time. They 
•will, therefore, not stop at Port Said. 
Under the circumstances, It Is ex- 
plained that even should it bn desired 
to recall then- before reaching Beirut 
It could not be -lone. 


There is a be..ef -mong the olllclals 


that when the squadron reaches Bel- 
rut, If It is learned that thcie Is no 
actual danger, they may be sent to 
Smyrna, where there Is a much bet- 
ter harbor, and where they could be 
of as much service should It be neces- 
sary to impress the sultan with the 
fact that the United States will tol- 
erate no'overt act; against the lives 
or property of Americans.

Ten years IIKO, wlrn Mr. Hartley

Bloufhlness of pose that, he could not 
account for.

model bore no siu-li defect when he 
gave It In charge of the foundry to be 
cast. Finally the sculptor learned that 
Ills clay uimlM had mot with an acci- 
dent and .that one of Its knees had 
keen crippled In tin- casting. 


In the old statin; Mr. Hartley was 


not permitted to let Ericsson hold a 
model of the Monitor In Ids hand. He 
was told that the Inventor did not 
make the model, but only the plans of 
the war ship. As the state paid for 
the monument the sculptor had to bow 
to the wishes of Its representatives. 
Jfow Mr. Hartley at his own expense 
lias replaced his tlrst work with a lar- 
ger and. as he believes, far nobler stat- 
«e. The new tigure grasps a model of 
the Monitor In his left liand, and his 
Tight holds a scroll engraved with the 
lines and curves of the original de- 


The -house In IJeacli street. New 


Tork, Iti which John Krlcsson spent the 
last twenty-live years of his life Is still 
atandlng. though now a dilapidated 
tenement In a locality given over for 
the most part to business purposes. 


When John I'rlesson bought the 


boune In 1HM ho was sixty-one years 
old. The world of science accounted 
him n genius, and men called him 
great. He had built the tlrst fast loco- 
motive, the llrst practical steam tire

rcglne and the first screw steamship to 
cross the Atlantic. 
He had revolu- 


tionized naval construction by adapt- 
ing his propeller to war ships, and the 
rlctory of his Monitor over the Morrl- 
HJHC had not only brought him for- 
tune, but had woven his mime Into 
American history. Yet John Krlcsson 
•was not sullstled. 
It had been the 


dream of Ids life to turn th>* sun's rays 
Into mechanical power. The remaln- 
iaK years of bis life he devoted to this 
problem, and In his Bench street house 
Be- nsed up his wealth af« well as his 
health In this vain effort. 


Ericsson's house, when he tlrst went 


to lire In It, was In a fashionable 
nelslilmrluxxl and faced a park adorn- 
«I with trees and llowors. When the 
jinrk was wiped out and a huge rail- 
road station grew up In Its stead lie 
Mill remained, though the din of tratllc 
must have disturbed his meditations. 


At tlrwt It seemed to make no dlffer- 


rnce In his tremendous activity. After 
awhile, however, the aped Inventor be- 
' gun to show how the ever Increasing 
noise disturbed him. Ho put wads of 
wool under his bedpo.sts so that the 
Jar of trucks rolling through the street 
would not awaken him before day- 
ireak. Then he began buying up his 
aclghbors* dogs and cats so that he 
tould drown them and be rid of their 
algutly clamor. 


Old Ann Cassldy, his faithful servi- 


tor for ninny years, before her death 
used to tell of his '^ineer ways," us she 
called them. One particularly obnox- 
ious nelghlrar was a young woman who 
pounded a piano next door. Ericsson 
ailed up mattresses against the thin 
party wall, but to no avail. Finally he 
nought to buy silence at the cost of a 
Seautlful watch. The young woman 
anly sighed and said, "Captain. If you 
knew how I loved music you would not 
trmpt mo this way." . • 


After Captain Ericsson's death his 


mimlns were convoyed to Sweden on a 
Tnlted States war ship. In I.atig!>::n- 
jliyttnn. in front of the farmhouse in 
Trhleh he was born, his countrymen 
ilave erected a great monument, and 
ti the neighboring graveyard his body 
'its In an liuposlui mausoleum.
